RELIGIOUS CENSUS 


At tlie union church meeting held 
last Friday evening in tlie Eliot 
Church, to hear reports of the re- 
ligious census on the preceding Sun- 
day, a largo number were present. 
Rev. C. W. Brashares presided. Mr. 
R. (). Walter of the Norumbega Dis- 
trict, and Mrs. Allen Chamberlain, di- 
rector of the survey, spoke. Ministers 
of all the churches expressed them- 
selves as well pleased with tlie spirit 
of the canvass and the results. The 
value of bringing together in a church 
task the workers of different Protest- 
ant denominations, and thus estan 
lishing better understanding, was em- 
phasized by all. 

The returning visitors came back 
last Sunday with enthusiasm, report- 
ing cordial receptions and pleasant 
and interesting experiences. In some 
cases new families which had recently 
come to Newton were visited and were 
greatly pleased to find a cordial wel 
come extended to them by the mem- 
bers of Newton churches. Many ques- 
tions about the church work were 
asked and answered. Much informa 
tion of value to ministers and work- 
ers was brought back by visitors. Ex- 
cellent results of Sunday school work 
wore observed in many cases. 

One very significant feature of the 
work was pointed out by Dr. Mac 
Lure, who said he was impressed by 
the fact that practically all people ex- 
pressed some sort of church prefer- 
ence. Some may not have attended 
church for a long time, but almost 
none wish to put themselves on record 
as without any use for religion. 

Over 2,000 families were visited 
within the district covered by this 
canvass, and between 11,000 and 12.- 
000 persons were registered on the 
cards. A little more than half were 
found to be of Protestant preference, 
the others Catholic or Jewish. About 
140 new families, including some 400 
individuals not known to any of the 
ministers, were reported. In these 
families are many children and young 
people who should be having the bene- 
fits of church school attendance. 

At the close of the evening Dr. Per- 
son pointed out that the results and 
benefits are deeper than can be meas- 
ured in figures. The churches have 
now definitely placed themselves at 
the disposal of all the people and have 
invited all to avail themselves of the 
privileges of church membership. 

The necessity of follow-up work was 
emphasized by many. Each church 
has already made plans for this, and 
all churches unite in the plan for 
making February 12th the “Go to 
Church Sunday" in Newton Corner. A 
special invitation is extended to all 
who have not previously attended but 
who have expressed a church prefer- 
ence during the canvass. 


STREET CAR CHANGES 


COMMUNITY ENTERPRISE 




Representatives of the city and the 
state conferred on Tuesday with Gen- 
eral Manager Dana of the Boston Ele- 
vated in regard to the proposed change 
in service and a loop at Braves Field. 
The Company wishes to run two or 
three-car trains from Lechmere 
Square, East Cambridge to Braves 
Field, with a loop at eacli end, and to 
discontinue the present Park St. loop 
service for its Newton-Watertown ami 
Lake street cars, thus requiring all 
passengers west of Braves Field, to 
make a transfer at that point going in 
or coming out of Boston. This plan 
will lessen the congestion now experi- 
enced at the Park street subway dur- 
ing the rush hours of the day, as 
passengers will not need to look for 
particular cars, but can take any train 
and make a transfer at Braves Field. 
The Company now handles 20,000 peo- 
ple an hour at Park street during the 
rush period and this plun will reduce 
that number to 5,000 at a similar per- 
ior at Braves Field. Something like 
15,000 each way on the Newton-Water- 
town line and 12,000 on the Lake street 
line will be affected, or about 50,000 
will have to make the proposed trans- 
fer. In return for this inconvenience, 
the Company will run 734 curs from 
Braves Field to Boston, where it now 
runs but 559 cars — will run its cars 
from Braves Field westerly on more 
regular schedules than is now possible, 
— will give 9000 more seats during the 


Every citizen of Newton should be 
interested in the welfare of all parts 
of the city. There are 2000 children 
within a radius of a few hundred 
yards of Adams street, portly in Non 
antum and partly in Newtonville. 
They have no playground except the 
public highway, which is dangerous. 

The people of this district have long 
realized the need of a clean, green, 
shady community playground near 
their homes, where children can play 
and absorb health and happiness, and 
learn true American sportsmanship 
under careful supervision. The 
mothers need a handy place for fresh 
air and rest, and for enjoying the 
play of their children. 

Proof of how greatly this play- 
ground is needed is in the fact that 
over 200 people in the immediate 
neighborhood have contributed $1000 
in sums of 25 cents to $150.00 This 
will foster social development for the 
mutual interest of the whole neighbor- 
hood, and emulate the idea of the old 
New England settlers of establishing 
a Common in every village. 

Options have already been secured 
for 90,239 square feet of land situated 
on Hawthorne street, which will cost 
about $5000. If the land is not se- 
cured now it may be impossible to 
secure it at a later date without the 
destruction of houses and streets.

The Shantung situation might become 
the plague spot of the world and it 
might lie likened to a TNT explosive 
in its possibility of destruction. We 
should be firm in our demand for a 
just settlement and we will have the 
co-operation of Japanese democracy 
which is ready to leave China and 
not sympathetic with the militarist 
ruling class*. Let us he friendly and 
avoid race discrimination. Dr. Scud- 
der was in favor of a pacific policy, 
the withdrawal of troops from Hawaii 
and a relation with Japan similar to 
that existing with Canada. He urged 
the sending of more missionaries who 
should win this people through the 
spirit of love.

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EDITORIAL 


The proposition to resurface the 
roadbed of Commonwealth avenue 
and open it up to automobile traffic 
is to he commended. The two way 
traffic on the south side of the ave- 
nue is becoming so heavy as to make 
it almost compulsory to find some 
way of diverting it in other directions, 
and the proposed plan is obviously 
the proper method. The cost of $25,- 
000 or $30,000 can be carried on five 
of ten-year bonds if that way is 
deemed desirable, and certainly should 
t»e spread over at least three years in 
order that the taxpayers of 1022 
should not have more than their share 
of the burden. 

The community should extend its 
financial assistance to the efforts now 
being made to secure a local play- 
ground for the children in the vicinity 
of Adams and Clinton streets. There 
are hundreds of children in this neigh- 
borhood. too small to travel to the 
nearest playgrounds at Stearns or at 
Oahot park, and, as a consequence, are 
playing in the streets. A few dollars 
invested in a playground in that neigh- 
borhood should yield good returns. 

— o — 

"While it is difficult to say just what 
the community could do in the proposed 
change in the street-car traffic between 
Lake street and Boston and Newton 
Corner and Boston, whereby thousands 
of patrons in this city will be forced 
to make an open-air transfer at Braves 
Field, other than meekly acquiesce, 
possibly the Chamber of Commerce 
took the right way in expressing its 
opinion that the Elevated Company 
should, at least, run through trips, as 
at present from Park street, during 
the rush hours. The Elevated officials 
are firm in the position that the 
change is absolutely necessary from 
an operating standpoint and it is pos- 
sible that when the community ad- 
justs itself to the new conditions, there 
will be little objection. 

We have no doubt but what the peo- 
ple of this city will fully agree on the 
principles on which zoning is based, 
and that all real estate owners are 
In favor of any action which will pro- 
tect their property from depreciation 
due to an unusual use made of ad- 
joining property. The principal diffi- 
culty as we see it will come when the 
city government attempts to say just 
where the lines shall be drawn be- 
tween the different districts. Give the 
matter careful thought and be ready to 
advise the committee when it comes to 
your neighborhood for suggestions.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The week has been rather quiet on 
Beacon Hill, although the committees 
are getting down to work and are act- 
ing on a number of unimportant bills 
every day. 

The writer has been somewhat criti- 
cized by insurance men because he 
presented a bill on petition of a resi- 
dent of Newton in regard to the com- 
pulsory insurance of automobiles. The 
presentation of a bill by a member of 
the Legislature does not mean that 
the legislator is always an advocate 
of the measure he puts into the legis- 
lative hopper. As a matter of fact, the 
bill undoubtedly possesses consider- 
able merit, but the petitioner and the 
petitioner alone is responsible for the 
bill. 

The report of the special committee 
on county government with relation to 
the management or the penal institu- 
tions is now in print, and has aroused 
considerable comment. The committee 
recommends the creation of a Commis- 
sion of Correction, to have the gen- 
eral supervision and management of 
the inmates of State and county penal 
institutions; the discontinuance of the 
present State prison at Charlestown 
and its transfer to the State Farm at 
Bridgewater; the abolition of the 
county training schools and two minor 
recommendations regarding tubercu- 
losis. The Commission of Correction 
to consist of a commissioner, with 
four associate commissioners, of 
whom one shall always he a county 
commissioner and one a sheriff. The 
county organizations have countered 
this recommendation with one pro- 
viding for a commission of seven, in- 
stead of five, and requiring four of 
the commissioners to he county of- 
ficials.

A capacity audience of members and 
guests gathered in the Hunnewell 
Club hall last Thursday afternoon for 
the "fashion show" of the Newton 
Community Club. Miss Maude Evelyn 
Bradley, head of the Applied Design 
department in the Pawtucket (R. I.) 
High School was the speaker of the 
afternoon, and around her practical 
talk were Illustrations in the form of 
an exhibition of beautiful and rare old 
gowns worn by club members, crayon 
sketches cleverly drawn by Miss Brad- 
ley as she talked, and a real fashion 
exhibit from four Boston iirms worn 
by living models, each showing a sport 
costume, a street suit, an afternoon, 
and an evening gown. 

Miss Bradley, In her talk, suggested 
that gradually . the American women 
are becoming experts in Home Eco- 
nomics. Just as most women know 
good literature when they read it, so 
it is equally important that they know 
certain fundamental principles which 
govern good dressing. Some are born 
with this knowledge, hut any woman 
may conquer its simple rules. She 
dwelt upon three principles, color and 
its becomingness, correct lines for dif- 
ferent forms, and fitness for tlie occa- 
sion and the use to which a gown is 
to he put. Miss Bradley outlined the 
history of the development of clothing, 
the girdle being the origin from which 
tlie modern costume has come, and 
pointed out the special features for 
which the different nations have been 
responsible. Ancient Egypt used 
beautiful materials with simple lines, 
waist compression was widely prac- 
tised by European countries, the 
Greeks, on the other hand, used simple 
lines and materials, decorating them 
with elaborate borders. She distin- 
guished between fashion, which is the 
is hostess for I whim or fad of the minute, and style, 
Highlands which is always with us.

The public laundry is inevitable, 
necessary, uesirabie, and has come to 
stay. With tne growtn in number and 
business of tne public laundry has 
come a study by the associations of 
laundry owners of tlie science of laun- 
dering. i ne laundry subjects tne 
fabrics to no rougher usage tiian the 
home laundress does, and usually gets 
tne fabrics cleaner. 

The user injures fabrics so that a 
trip to the laundry merely serves to 
bring out the injury. Sticking pins 
into cloth usually breaks a few libres, 
which later give way during washing 
and start a hole. Catching a shirt 
waist on a rough place in the furni- 
ture, or bed linen on the corner of a 
spring, will cause a small tear 
weaken a few libres, which even 
gentle laundering will break and use 
as the start of a tear or a hole. Cut- 
ting bread on the tablecloth or draw- 
ing a knife edge or rork prongs over 
tne tablecloth and napkins causes al 
most invisible injuries which the 
laundry is sure to make visible. 

occasionally the tauric itself is at 
fault. The thread in one direction 
may be excellent, but in the "tilling" 
may be paper or oilier interior ma- 
terial. Knotted threads in the second 
quality of fabrics cause trouble as the 
knots stand cut and get rough treat- 
ment in use or in ironing, tearing the 
thread and starting a fault which sub- 
sequent laundering accentuates. Cloth 
may be improperly dyed so that the 
chemicals used or the process of dye- 
ing weakens the cloth appreciably. 
The laundry man causes damage in 
some cases, but usually the fault is 
with the fabric or with the use to 
which it has been subjected.

The an mini mooting of the company 
wah held at the home ofltce, 87 Milk 
hI rent, Bouton, Monday, January 28. 
1922, when President Alfred I). Foster 
presented the 78th report of the di- 
rectors to the members for the year 
ending December 31, 1921. 

This report showed that the tram? 1 
actions of the past year had been high- 
ly satisfactory from every standpoint. 
The new insurance was $82,072,020. 
The total amount of insurance in 
force is $609,415,082, an increase of 
$48*. 641, 846. 

During the year death claims of 
$4,444,871 were paid, the mortality ex- 
perience being more favorable than 
for several years. Fifty-five policies 
that had been in force an average of 
53.3 years became claims, amounting 
to $109,964; while 75 policies, insuring

SIR ERNEST SHACKLETOJf 

News comes to us this week of the 
sudden death of the well-known an- 
tnrtlc explorer. Sir Ernest Shnekleton, 
on board his good ship. “The Quest.” 
Sir Ernest was horn In England in 
1874. and has been in nntartlc work 
practically all his life. In 1901 he 
was a third lieutenant of the "Nation 
Antartic Expedition.” while in 1907- 
09 he commanded the British antartic 
expedition which reached within 97 
miles of flic South Pole. In “The 
Heart of the Antartic” (G149-S62) he 
describes the trials and success of the 
expedition. In 1914-17 he commanded 
another expedition, an account of 
which he has told in the recently pub- 
lished volume entitled “South" (G149- 
S52s). 

Last September he left England on 
another expedition to the southern 
seas, where he was to explore some 
30.000 miles of uncharted sections and 
search for a lost island.

UNITED MEN’S (’Ll IIS MEETING 

The Men’s Clubs of Newton Centre 
Churches were the guests on Monday 
night, of the Men’s Club of the Con- 
gregational Church in whose spacious 
rooms the meeting was held. A lurge 
attendance showed the appreciation of 
the other clubs toward the hosts of the 
evening and good fellowship marked 
the whole evening. The address was 
given by Rev. George Lawrence Par- 
ker, Minister of the Unitarian Church. 
Newton Centre, his topic being, "Rus- 
sia as a Problem of Democracy." Mr. 
Parker was minister of the British 
American Church in Petrograd from 
1906 to 1909, and though not present 
during the period of the war and the 
revolution yet knows the Russian sit- 
uation so intimately that his personal 
experiences throw much light on Rus- 
sian conditions. He told of the rela- 
tion between the Russian Character 
and politics. Kept in childlike subjec- 
tion for so many centuries the Rus- 
sians have not known what to do with 
freedom when it bus at lust arrived. 
He described the Soviet Government 
as cruel and tyrannicul but said that 
it was in purt a natural result of the 
old cruelty of the Czur system.

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HIRE GOVERNMENT HELP 

The civil service commission hires 
ull employees in the classified service 
of tlie government. The only thing to 
he said about the classified service, is 
that it has not yet been classified. 
But you shall hear what tlie civil serv- 
ice commission has to say about hir- 
ing help, without comment from me. 

There is an utter lack of definitely 
planned and well-organized employ- 
ment policy in the government serv- 
ice. 

There is need for a centralized em- 
ployment office with jurisdiction in all 
matters relating to employment. 

The employment methods of tlie gov- 
ernment should be such us to serve 
for n model for private business. 

There is at present no central con- 
trol over tlie executive service short 
of tlie President. The President is a 
busy man and cannot concern himself 
with the details of the executive de- 
partments. 

The lack of efficiency in govern- 
ment ollices has a marked eJTect on 
private business. 

Definite information concerning tlie 
number of federal civil employees in 
different branches of the service and 
the amount of the government pay 
roll are not readily available. 

An official register, or blue book, 
is issued every two years. It is out 
of date long before it is printed. 

A provision of the civil service rules 
theoretically gives the civil service 
commission authority to collect and 
maintain complete personnel statis- 
tics. The labor and expense involved, 
however, practically prohibit tlie col- 
lection and compilation of reliable sta- 
tistical data. 

In addition to tlie limits of the com- 
mission’s authority Is tlie absence of 
authority to enforce its findings. The 
commission can make recommenda- 
tions to the departments and offices 
and urge their observance, but it can- 
not enforce them. 

Congress passed what is known as 
the civil service law January 10, 1883. 
This act created the United States 
civil service commission. Tlie law was 
intended to cure in part the evjls 
traceable to the spoils system, which 
grew out t»f the four-year-tenure-bf- 
office act of 1820. 

During tlie first 40 years after tlie 
organization of our government, ad- 
ministrative practice with regard to 
tlie civil service seemed to conform 
to the intention of tlie founders. The 
Constitution fixed the term of no of- 
ficer in the executive branch of tlie 
government except those of tlie Pres- 
ident and vice president. It was tlie 
established usage during these first 
40 years to permit executive officers, 
except members of the cubinet, to hold 
office for an unlimited period during 
good behavior. The practice was 
changed in 1820 by the four-year-ten. 
ure act. The spoils system, as it was 
officially described as early as 1835, 
was introduced and extended until it 
permeated the entire civil service of 
the country. 

Tlie fundamental purpose of tlie civ- 
il service law’ was to establish, in tlie 
parts of tlie service covered by its 
provisions, a merit system whereby 
selection for appointment should bo 
made upon the basis of demonstrated 
relative fitness, without regard to po- 
litical, religious, or other sucli con- 
siderations. 

The act requires that tlie rules shall 
provide, among other tilings, for open 
competitive examinations for testing 
tlie fitness of applicants for the classi- 
fied service, the making of appoint- 
ments from among those passing with 
highest grades, an apportionment of 
appointments in the departments at 
Washington among the states and ter- 
ritories, u period of probation before 
absolute appointment and the pro- 
hibition of the use of oiliciul authority 
to coerce the political action of any 
person or body. 

In 1883, tlie year in which the civil 
service law was enacted, 13,1)24 posi- 
tions in the civil service were made 
subject to competition. The entire 
number of positions in the federal 
executive civil service on June 20. 
1010, was 480,327. At the height of 
the war expansion there were approx- 
imately 1,000,000 men and women em- 
ployed in the federal executive civil 
service, about 700.000 of whom held 
positions subject to competition. On 
July 31, 1020, the entire number of 
federal executive civil positions, as 
nearly as cun be estimated, had been 
reduced to (101,110. Approximately 
450,000 of these were subject to com- 
petition, or, in other words* In the 
classified service. The force Is still 
slowly but steadily decreasing. 

During the 10 months of our partici- 
pation in the war the civil service 
commission gave competitive exami- 
nations under the civil service law and 
rules to slightly less than 1,000,000 per- 
sons, and about 400.000 persons with 
tested qualifications were supplied by 
the commission to the service. A nor- 
mal year’s business is about 200,000 
persons examined ami about 50.0(H) 
appointed. 


OBJ KI TS TO IM O HITKTK | 
SCHOOL 

The following letter has been sent 
to the city government by Mr. Everett 
E. Kent, chairman of the School Com- 
mlttee: 

To the Honorable, the Mayor and 

Aldermen of the City of Newton: 

The circumstances under which the 
honorable Board of Aldermen last 
Monday denied an appropriation 
recommended by you. Mr. Mayor, that 
would enable all pupils to sit down 
together when exercises are held in 
the hail of the new school on Walnut 
and Grafts streets, included such mis- 
taken information that I hope the 
matter will he reconsidered and the 
recent action reversed. The action ot 
the hoard was based on a misconcep- 
tion. The discussion was confused 
by much irrelevant talk, ranging from 
the proper temper v ure of a bath :o 
speculation as to whether the School 
Committee knows what it wants. The 
pertinent facts are simple. 

The new school has normal desk 
room for 674 pupils, hut can hold 
more by crowding, and is expected to 
grow by addition of class rooms with 
the present rapid growth of the 
region. The school hall will seat but 
425. The exercise room or gym- 
nasium. next behind it. is separated 
only by a movable partition, and has 
a floor that can hold 400 more seats, 
behind which is the moving picture 
booth. This floor must ordinarily be 
kept clear of chairs, but the proper 
and regular conduct of the school re- 
quires that at occasional intervals, 
say once a week, and on rare special 
occasions when outside speakers are 
present, or notable school events 
occur, the partition should be rolled 
open and chairs be put on the exercise 
floor to accommodate the whole 
school; and also at times to receive 
parents and frDnds, or for some com- 
munity use. 

Storage space must, therefore, he 
provided in which the chairs can be 
stacked when not in use. so as to 
leave the floor ordinarily clear. If 
tlie aldermen do not wish deliberately 
to burden and obstruct the proper use 
of this building, and if they wish to 
save frequent hiring of chairs, or hir- 
ing of outside labor, both of which are 
uneconomical and are discouraging or 
proper uses of the hall, the chair 
storage must be where the chairs can 
be slid on the floor to and from their 
places. The architect has made ac- 
ceptable drawings for such, providing 
spaces just off the floor, which can 
be used for cloak rooms, if desired, 
when not containing chair*, and inci- 
dentally providing welcome additional 
space on the floor below for both boys 
and girls’ lunch room. The work is 
now awaiting decision where the 
foundations of this part shall be 
placed, for the work can never in 
future he done as cheaply as now. 
Present construction would have to 
he torn out. No possible drop in 
building costs can make such future 
alterations compare in cheapness 
with the present opportunity to avail 
of workmen and materials already as- 
sembled at the job. nor make up for 
weekly expenses for outside hired la- 
bor of shifting seats. 

And here comes in the misconcep- 
tion which, I am told, influenced the 
votes of some of the aldermen. There 
is a certain closet in the story below, 
under some stairs l* will hold S4 
seats secured together in 21 blocks of 
four (as is commonly practiced for 
safety under fire and panic rules), 
plus two blocks of three mathemati- 
cal measurements of the plans show 
that with careful effort to fill all 
chinks it may be possible to get in 
15 more separated seats; but the 
practicable maximum is hardly above 
| 90. No other space can he found 
about the building without displacing 
some other utility; and the whole 
building has been designed so eco- 
nomically that the cost of this pro- 
posed addition cannot be saved else- 
where and transferred to this use. 
And the said stair closet cannot be 
bulged to hold the 400. 

The statement was erroneously 
made to aldermen that it would hold 
about “150." Upon learning the rela- 
tive seating capacity of the class 
rooms. 674. and the hall. 425, it be- 
comes obvious that .even 150 would 
not serve; and what shall be done 
when the school grows? 

I am told that aldermen did not 
know, and were not told that this 
stair closet can be reached from the 
exercise floor only bv carrying chairs 
down the steps, out of doors, around 
the building and down further stairs. 
This makes a costly distance for lift-* 
ing and carrying banks of seats that 
weigh close to 100 pounds each, with 
exposure to weather which at times 
will wet the seats. It discourages use 
of the enlarged hall. And I am sure 
that aldermen did not reflect that pro- 
vision for housing the entire number 
of seats must he made when the build- 
ing is built, even though all are not 
needed at the outset; and that al- 
though class room., can be added 
rather cheaply, enlarging the number 
of pupils in future, the school hall 
cannot later he enlarged at practi- 
cable cost. 

The effort to make an exercise room 
serve at times as au addition to the 
school hall is a measure of economy. 
The honorable chairman of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Committee of the aider- 
men lias opposed this proposed pro- 
vision for seats. 

I inquired of him. "How then shall 
we seat the excess children?” 

He replied, “Let them stand up.” 

'Phis extraordinary answer leaves 
the problem unsolved. I do not like 
to think it represents the real wish of 
the Board for the children. 

I cannot believe that you. Mr. 
Mayor, nor you. gentlemen of the 
Board, would seriously assent to this; 
nor that citizens in general will ap- 
prove it as good government. At any 
rate, the School Committee are defi- 
nitely of opinion that this is not a 
proper way to administer the schools. 

Although this is in one sense only a 
trifling matter, it seems to involve the 
larger issue as to whether the aider- 
men will support tlie School Commit- 
tee (on whom the responsibility for 
public instruction is placed, rather 
than on the aldermen). In their 
reasonable exercise of judgment as to 
proper studies, methods and equip- 
ment for educating our youtu. it 
aiscs (lie issue whether enlightened 
or benighted methods shall prevail in 
Newton. Will not the uldermeu sup- 
port present-day educational policies, 
such as tills, where the question is 
whether the school hall shall be made

easily available for economical in- 
struction of large groups — the whole 
school in a body — as by motion pic- 
ture films, or by invited lecturers, or 
by the teachers or pupils themselves. 

I believe the aldermen will, upon 
reflection, wish to reconsider. I be- 
lieve that by working together with 
the School Committee to make this 
new school a really good one. up to 
th° standard of other Newton schools, 
and making it economical and com- 
fortable in its operation, they will 
best satisfy their constituents, whom 
it is the duty of both School Commit- 
tee and aldermen to serve. 

I am trusting that some one among 
the members of the honorable Board 
or you. .Mr. Mayor, will take the 
proper measures to have this reason- 
able request come up again for fur- 
ther consideration.

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The Massachusetts Child Labor 
Committee in endorsing a bill, intro- 
duced by the Women’s Trade Union 
League, and now before the legisla- 
ture. to raise the compulsory school 
ago from fourteen years to sixteen. It 
prohibits the employment of children 
under sixteen during the time the pub- 
lic schools are In session, it provides 
for those under sixteen the hours and 
conditions of employment which now 
apply to minors under fourteen, and it 
raises the age for continuation school 
from the present limits, fourteen to 
sixteen, to sixteen to eighteen years. 
Some of the things which it does not 
do are summed up ns follows: Not 
effective until September, 1923; does 
not change existing regulations as to 
employment of minors fourteen to six- 
teen during hours when school is not 
In session, nor does it apply to such 
children who are employed when the 
law becomes effective; it does not 
change hours or nature of employ- 
ments of minors over sixteen, nor ex- 
isting regulations as to street trades. 

Those who support the bill consider 
the early years of young workers as 
practically wasted, because they go 
into “blind-alley” occupations, when 
by taking a little more time to prepare 
for something which requires grenter 
skill, they will In the etui be better off, 
since their earning capacity is in- 
creased by such training. The head- 
master of the Trade School for Girls 
In Boston states, that at sixteen 
trained workers are earning $12 to $20 
compared with $8 to $10 which the 
untrained workers are receiving, and 
that after five or ten years, these girls 
are earning $25 to $40, while the oth- 
ers remain at $12 to $15. “Turnover” 
of child labor, we are told, is very 
high. A study made in Boston showed 
that approximately one-half of the 
children changed their positions every 
six months or oftener. 

We. In this country, have followed 
blindly the school system laid down 
by Germany, which provided for its 
common people’s stopping school at 
about this fourteen-year point, be- 
cause they did not want the lower 
classes too highly educated. The 
graduation from the grammar school 
:it this time has made a good excuse 
for the children who must go to work 
early to break off their schooling at a 
point where they are fitted for nothing 
in particular, when a little more gen- 
eral information together with train- 
ing to do some particular thing well 
would make all the difference in the 
world in their future usefulness as 
citizens. Of course there may be ar- 
guments on the other side, but if one 
scrutinizes them carefully, the al- 
mighty dollar for the employer seems 
to he at the bottom of most of them.

MISS ALLEN REPORTED DEAD 

MIhb Annie T. Allen of Auhurnd&le, 
moHt prominent woman educator In 1 
AhIii Minor, who for the pant year has 
been the near east relief director in ! 
Angora, nnd at the same time unoffi- 
cial representative of American inter- j 
ostH with the Kemallst government, I 
has died suddenly of typhus at Sivus, 
according to a dispatch from Constan- 
tinople. 

Miss Alien was stricken while mak- 
ing a tour of inspection of the Ameri- 
can relief stations in Angora, where 
typhus is raging. She died before help! 
could he sent to Angora or Constanti- 
nople. 

Miss Allen was horn in Hnrpoot, 
Turkey, Dec. 23, I860, the daughter of 
a family of missionaries. Her father 
was the Rev. Orson P. Allen and her 
mother Caroline R. Allen. She came 
to America for her schooling and was 
graduated from the Newton high 
school and from Mt. Holyoke College. 

She was driven from the mission 
home in Hnrpoot by rioters in the 
massacre of 1895 and during the world 
war endured many hardships. The 
Turkish government decorated her. 
She made many trips to widely sepa- 
rated countries, but did most of her 
teaching in Constantinople and iti 
Brusa. She also worked for the near 
east relief. Her official capacity was 
as a worker for the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions. 

Tho Rev. Edward P. Allen of Au- 
burnd&le, Miss Allen’s brother, is her 
only surviving relative.

MR. POWERS APPOINTED 


Attorney General J. Weston Allen 
has designated Lelancl Powers of New- 
ton, a former assistant attorney gen- 
eral. to represent the Bar Association 
of Middlesex County in the petition for 
the disbarment of Nathan A. Tufts, 
who was removed as district attorney 
of Suffolk County. He said that the 
selection had been approved by the 
Supreme Judicial Court. 

Mr. Powers is the son of former 
Congressman Samuel L. Powers of 
Newton, and was a member of the 
House of Representatives from New- 
ton in 1 9 1 S and 1919. In 1920 he was 
appointed an assistant attorney gen- 
eral and resigned last year to devote 
his entire attention to private practice. 

In 1919 Mr. Powers was reimbursed 
to the extent of $2,000 by the Common- 
wealth, under a special act of the 
Legislature, for damage to his home 
caused by the explosion of a bomb, 
which was attributed to anarchists in 
a "May Day” campaign.

The opening 
prayer was offered by Rev. W. D. Wil- 
kie of South Natick. Rev. W. S. Swish- 
er of Wellesley Hills read the Scrip- 
ture, Rev. W. S. Phalen. who began 
his ministry at West Newton last Sun- 
day pronounced the benediction. And 
Rev. G. L. Parker introduced the 
speakers. The first address was made 
hv Mr. Win. Hoag of Dorchester. Mr. 
Hoag approached church membership 
from the layman's point of view and 
emphasized the need of cordiality, sin- 
cerity and simplicity in church life. 
He declared that timidity was one of 
the greatest faults of the church. He 
made a practical suggestion that to 
meet the financial conditions of today 
all church functions* even the clothes 
that people wear to church, should be 
so simple and inexpensive as to show 
that no one need stay away from 
church because of small income. The 
sermon was preached by Rev. Charles 
E. Park. D. D.. of the First Church, 
Boston. He made a strong appeal for 
the church as tlie deposit station 
where men of the past have stored up 
for today great spiritual values on 
which all people now draw consciously 
or unconsciously and he declared that 
unless we added in our turn to this 
deposit the account would be over- 
drawn and our children be left spirit- 
ually penniless. Alt business turns 
back into its capital a certain share of 
its profits; nnd no man or woman of 
today can afford to use the stored-up 
religion of the past unless he too helps 
to turn back some of the benefits lie 
receives. Under this business figure 
Dr. Park made a most splendid appeal. 
The choir of the Newton Centre 
Church rendered the music of the eve- 
ning. These churches will now work 
toward increase of membership to be 
received at Easter. The idea is not to 
draw anyone from their usual church 
allegiance hut to invite only those peo- 
ple who now attend church nowhere. 
.Mr. Parker expressed appreciation of 
the activity of other denominations 
and said that the Unitarian Church de- 
sired to pull its weight in the boat 
toward a luster citizenship and vigor- 
ous church life.

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ELKS’ 54TH ANNIVERSARY 

An Interesting Account ol the Birth and History 
of That Splendid Organization 


The dawn of February 16, 1922, 
marks an anniversary of keen inter- 
est to nonrly 1,000,000 Americans. 

Fifty-four years ago — on February 
16, 1868— a little group 0 f fourteen 
men sat in a stuffy room in New York 
City. Twice they voted on a matter 
they had been debating for weeks. On 
the second ballot the now almost- 
forgotten fraternal order of the “Jolly 
Corks" was disbanded. And the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks was born. 

The first membership report in the 
archives of the Elks is dated Decem- 
ber 27, 1868. New York Lodge No. 
1, the Mother Lodge of the Order, was 
then its only lodge. There were 76 
members on the rolls. 

Tlie fifty-fourth anniversary of the 
order’s birth shows a membership of 
more than 818,000 Elks in more than 
1,400 lodges that dot the United States 
of America. At Anchorage, Alaska, 
the farthest north Elk lodge, stands 
amid almost polar Ice and snow. Elk 
lodges rise at Brownsville, Texas, and 
Key West, Florida — farthest southern 
points of the continental United 
States. Our Canal Zone has its lodge 
at Balboa Heights. Our island pos- 
sessions are starred with Elk lodges 
at Manila in the Philippines, at Hono- 
lulu and Hilo in Hawaii, at Guam, and 
at San Juan in Porto Rico. And the 
Elks of America are working to in- 
itiate their millionth member by July, 
1922, when the Grand Lodge meets at 
Atlantic City. 

The founder of this organization 
that is today America’s greatest fra- 
ternal order? He was a strolling 
English actor! He never lived to 
know how well he and his little group 
of brother-actors had builded. 

His body rests today in Mount Hope 
Cemetery, Boston, Massachusetts, be- 
neath a great granite boulder bearing 
a bronze plate with the inscription: 

“Charles Algernon Sidney Vivian. 
Founder of the Order of Elks. Died 
March 20, 1SS0. Aged 34 years. A 
lover of his kind, who founded a great 
order and in so doing wrought much 
good.” 

Only a handful recall the name of 
W. L. Bowron of New York, today. 
Yet it is to him that the "Elks” owe 
their name. On the second ballot he 
switched his vote from “Buffalo” to 
"Elk.” Vivian, in the chair, though 
an ardent advocate of "Buffaloes,” 
ratified the majority of one. and the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks was born. 

One other circumstance, little 
known, paved the way for the name 
of "Elks.” The committee charged 
with selecting a name was to meet at 
Broadway and Ann street. New York. 
Some were tardy. Others, weary of 
waiting, strolled into Barnum’s Muse- 
um on that corner, and wandered 
through the famous animal collection. 

“Bears” was suggested, but dis- 
carded as animals of few inviting 
traits, coarse, brutal and morose. 
“Beavers” were brought up as ex- 
amples of industry, but cast aside 
as too destructive. “Foxes,” suggest- 
ed, were voted down as too cunning 


and crafty. A largo moose-head at- 
tracted attention, but wns at last 
turned down. Then an Elk’s head, 
with graceful, spreading antlers, met 
with general approval and divided 
honors with “Buffaloes,” which 
Vivian had advocated strongly, but 
which half the committee opposed be- 
cause they did not wish to copy the 
name of an existing order. 

From this trip to Barnum’s Museum 
the committee went to the meeting 
Where the name of "Elks” wns 
chosen. 

Since then the order has grown by 
giant strides.

In 1922, Elkdom, with gifts to char- 
ity already totalling more than $20,- 
000,000, stepped out of the role of the 
purely fraternal organization into the 
rank of one of America’s greatest hu- 
man ta ria n brotherhoods. 

William W. Mountain, of Toledo, 
Ohio, Grand Exalted Ruler of the or- 
der. announced his policy: 

“Make every Elk lodge the civic 
and humanitarian centre of the com- 
munity in which it makes its home.” 

In Chicago, by Lincoln Park, over- 
looking Lake Michigan, the Elks are 
building their $3,000,000 National Me- 
morial to the 70,000 Elks who served 
the United States in the World War, 
and the more than 1,000 Elks who 
died in that service. The building 
will also house the order’s central 
executive organization, and the Na- 
tional Elks’ Magazine. 

Only men of 21 years or more, 
American citizens, are eligible to 
membership. 

“The faults of our brothers we write 
upon the sands — their virtues upon 
the tablets of love and memory.” is 
Eikdom’s motto. 

The four cardinal principles of the 
order are “Charity — Justice — Brother- 
ly Love — Fidelity.” 

"I guess we built a little better than 
we knew,” says old “Joe” Norcross, 
only surviving charter member. 

And from the Great Beyond, where 
those long-dead “Jolly Corks” look 
down upon this earth, they probably 
agree with him.

Centrnl Church was filled last Sun- 
day afternoon to hear Dr. Tehyl Hsieb 
of New York, director of the Chinese 
Trade and Labor Bureau, speak on 
“China’s Situation and Her Success at 
the Washington Conference.’’ The 
meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Newton Community Forum. Dr. 
Harris, president of the Forum, in- 
troduced the speaker. 

The speaker in hiH opening remarks 
compared the Chinese language with 
the English language, showing the 
simplicity of the former, and the sig- 
nificance of its symbolism. He told 
many amusing anecdotes to illustrate 
1i1h point. 

He then showed the rainbow flag of 
the Chinese Republic, which repre- 
sents 480,000,000 inhabitants, one- 
third of the population of the globe, 
and said that he voiced their senti- 
ments when he expressed his grati- 
tude for what America had done for 
China. 

Speaking of the Washington Confer- 
ence, he said that this was the first 
time that China had been able to ex- 
press her aspirations through her own 
representative. Hitherto, she had 
been represented through interpreters, 
many of whom did not understand her 
language, and utterly failed to under- 
stand her ideals. 

China today stands at the cross- 
roads What the United States has 
been able to accomplish in regard to 
the attitude of Japan, the Shantung 
question, the tariff question, and the 
Open Door for China, has meant 
everything for the future of China. 
China will never forget this. She has 
already 2600 students in this country 
studying to be leaders of their coun- 
try. 

Among the elements in China which 
will lead to a great future for the 
nation, the speaker mentioned that 
China now has an established consti- 
tutional government, a public opinion 
guided by 27,000 newspapers, an 
emancipated womanhood, the eradica- 
tion of opium, and is soon to have one 
language, that in spirit China is 
united in her desire to prove herself 
worthy of her opportunities. 

The speaker paid a tribute to the 
open diplomacy method of the Wash- 
ington Conference, and compared 
President Harding with Lincoln in bis 
emancipation of a race. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Dr. 
Hsieh answered questions which were 
handed to him. The Newton Choral 
Society sang two selections. "The 
Heavens Are Telling” and “Christ in 
Flanders.”

Following a brief illness, Sterling 
Elliott, prominent New England in- 
ventor and manufacturer, died Mon- 
day in bis seventieth year, at. 48 Ma- 
ple street. Newton, his home for forty 
years. Mr. Elliott, who was presi- 
dent of the Elliott Addressing Ma- 
chine Company of Cambridge, was 
tyorn in 18f>2. at Orion, Mich. In 1880 
he removed to Boston, where ever 
since be has been actively identified 
with manufacturing and industrial 
affairs. 

When the bicycle industry had Its 
remarkable growth in the early nine- 
ties. Mr. Elliott formed n partnership 
with the late Colonel Pope and manu- 
factured bicycles at Newton and 
Framingham. Subsequently he be- 
came president of the League of 
American Wheelmen. 

Fie was best known as an inventor, 
and possibly his invention of great- 
est interest to the public was the 
pneumatic-tired-trotting sulky, which 
instnntly superseded the high-wheel- 
ed. iron-tired vehicle previously in use. 
His most important invention was the 
steering device that is now used on 
all automobiles. At the time of his 
death he owned more than forty Unit- 
ed States patents, with several patents 
pending. / 

The last twenty-five years of his 
life were devoted to the development 
and manufacture of the Elliott Ad- 
dressing Machine, for the automatic 
handling of mailing lists and the rap- 
id addressing of circulars, periodicals 
and other materials sent through the 
mails. Every part of this machine 
was of his own invention, ns well as 
much of the special machinery for 
producing it and the various supplies 
connected with its operation. 

Mr. Elliott was a man of most 
charming personality, one who made 
and kept many friends, and a man 
who will be greatly missed in many 
fields of social and business activi- 
ties. 

Mr. Elliott is survived by bis wid- 
ow, Harriet Adell (Parker) Elliott; a 
son, Harmon P. Elliot, who is treas- 
urer of the Elliott Addressing Ma- 
chine Company, Cambridge, and a 
brother. Henry Elliott of Chicago. 

Funeral services were held AVed- 
nesday afternoon at Mt. Auburn 
Chapel. 

Rev. Ernest S. Meredith, pastor of 
the First Unitarian Church. Water- 
town. conducted the service, and file 
Meister Singers’ Quartet sang several 
selections to an organ accompani- 
ment by Miss Reynolds. 

Nixon AVaterman. the well-known 
poet and writer, who for years was a 
contributor to the Lengue of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen and Good Roads Bul- 
letin. a publication edited by Mr. 
Elliott, gave a eulogy of Mr. Elliott. 
He spoke on “Mr. Elliott as I Knew 
Him.” The interment was in the fam- 
ily lot in Mt. Auburn Cemetery.

FORMER FIREMAN DEAD 


Reuben S. Cummings, for forty-two 
years a member of the Newton Fire 
Department, prior to his retirement a 
few years ago. died at the home of his 
daughter. Mrs. Edward J. McCarthy. 

46 Chestnut street, Waltham, on 
Thursday afternoon of last week, fol- 
lowing a lingering period of ill health. 

Mr. Cummings was the oldest mem- 
ber of the Newton department. In 
point of service, when he retired late 
in 1916, having served continuously 
since May 1st, 1876. During his entire 
period of service as a Are fighter, he 
was stationed at West Newton, as En- 
gineer on Engine No*. 2. He was con- 
sidered as one of the most efficient fire 
engineers in the city and it was said 
of him, by his superiors that he could 
get more power out of his engine than 
any other man who ever operated it. 

Being of an Inventive turn of mind, 

Mr. Cummings perfected several de- 
vices that were used by the Newton 
Department, including a contrivance 
that automatically closed the station 
doors afer the apparatus had left on 
its way to a fire. He secured the pat- 
ent rights for this contrivance and al- 
days refused to sell it, although he 
received communications from cities 
as far distant as Chicago, seeking to 
secure the patent. He also invented 
a plan of burning crude oil in a stove 
and this arrangement is used today in 
the West Newton Station. 

After his retirement from active 
duty, he made his home with his 
daughter, hut he always kept in close 
touch with affairs in his old station 
and paid frequent visits to his former 
comrades. For the past two or three 
years he had not enjoyed good health. 

In addition to his daughter, he is sur- 
vived by two sons. Alton r .. of Con- 
necticut, and Reuben, Jr., of Quincy.

The principal event this week of In- 
terest to Newton residents was the 
hearing on Tuesday morning before 
the Public Utilities Commission on the 
proposed loop service which the Pos- 
ton Elevated Company wishes to In- 
stall at Braves Field. The hearing 
room was crowded to the doors largely 
with residents of Allston and Brighton, 
and a vigorous protest against the 
plan was voiced by Representative 
Hays of Allston. and Representative 
HefTernan of Brighton. The protest 
was so strong that before the com- 
mission left their seats they revoked 
the permit granted by them last fall 
and postponed the hearing until the 
March 14th. to allow further study to 
be mnde of the situation. 

Representative Rice’s bill, to allow 
the removal of the mayor of Boston 
by the action of the Governor and 
Council, was heard on Wednesday by 
the Metropolitan Affairs committee, 
and was, of course, vigorously op- 
posed by Mayor Cnriev. Mr. Rico 
has a similar bill applicable to all 
cities before the committee on Cities, 
and this should receive favorable ac- 
tion. ns nt the present time there is 
no lawful way in which a mayor of a 
city or a selectman in towns can be 
removed, no matter how much he is 
guilty of malfeasance in office. Bos- 
ton, however, ought not to be singled 
out for this kind of legislation alone. 

There was a continued hearing this 
week on the proposal to elect judges 
by the p°ople. and while there was a 
strong delegation, in point of num- 
bers. in favor, there is but little doubt 
of the negative action of the commit- 
tee and the Legislature. 

Mr. Thomas AV. Procter of Chestnut 
Hill was one of the leading members 
of the bar who spoke in opposition to 
the bill. 

Former Congressman Samuel L. 
Powers was before the Election Laws 
this week in favor of a bill to return 
to the former system of making nom- 
inations by conventions instead of by 
the direct primary. Mr. Powers un- 
doubtedly represents the sentiments of 
nine out of ten Republicans, but the 
General Court is so afraid of the 
proposition that it is doubtful if any- 
thing will be done.

Robert A. Woods, of South End 
House. Boston, as the first speaker at 
the meeting of the Newton Federation 
held at the Hunnewell Club. Newton, 
on Wednesday afternoon, discussed 
the part of woman in her home and 
in her community, saying that a great 
public— with the emphasis upon the 
“public” — service may be performed 
by woman in her home. She is the 
secretary of tlie Interior, of Labor, of 
Commerce, of the Postoffice, of 
Transportation, combined. Her most 
vital service is connecting the life of 
her family with that of the commun- 
ity. He deprecated the separating of 
the young people from the old. and 
advised the women to find what thrills 
the young people, and then find some- 
one a little older to lead them. The 
intelligence should lie used as much 
about the leisure of young people as 
about their school or their work. 

Mr. Woods would recover to its own 
gootl uses the word "gossip." If he 
could shape the neighborhood gossip 
and get into it a few simple principles, 
he cared little who had its social 
centres. He predicted that we will 
hear more about social classifications 
in the near future, for class prejudice 
is on the increase. 

Hon. Benjamin Loring Young, 
r weaker of tlie Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, discussed several 
matters now pending which have been 
selected by the State Federation for 
endorsement. Tlie bill for a new 
state prison, Mr. Young would oppose 
chiefly for financial reasons, because 
the state debt is now tlie largest of 
any in the Union save New York, and 
it is the largest per capita; another 
reason is because the Governor is op- 
posed, and lastly, because he does not 
consider it one-tenth as important as 
that the feeble-minded shall have 
adequate provisions, that the tuber- 
culosis victims, as well as the insane, 
be properly cared for. In regard to 
unified control of penal institutions, 
he feels that the two factions were 
never nearer together than at the 
present time, and lie looks for the 
passage of favorable legislation; also 
that a prohibition code which will not 
he declared unconstitutional will be 
passed. 

Discussing the acceptance of the 
Sheppard-Towner act, he cited the 
two objections brought by the oppo- 
sition, that it will be done less 
efficiently by the Federal government 
than if administered locally, and that 
for every dollar received the people 
will pay four dollars in taxes to the 
Federal treasury. He himself sees 
nothing of socialism, Bolshevism, nor 
paternalism in the act. He stated 
that we ought either to accept it or 
else go ahead and do the work our- 
selves. In closing he urged the 
women not to wait until election day 
to discharge tlieir civic duties, Dirt to 
assume the parly responsibilities at 
tlie primaries, for you are doing only 
a third of your duty unless you do.

tached their car to a hospital train 
bound for Tomsk— Mr. Crane re- 
marked that the trains never stnrted 
on schedule time. He described the 
henutiful l-jike Baikal, surrounded by 
mountains, and the city of Irkutsk, 
the old capital of Siberia, where the 
conditions were the worst they saw In 
Russia. Here they gained much in- 
formation from the bishop, whom they 
finally discovered in an attic joom. 

Mr. Crane described Tomsk a> a 
most delightful place — tno intellectual 
centre of Siberia in the old days, 
famous for its university One of the 
professors, speaking of the present 
situation, said that the intellectual 
and moral starvation was more piti- 
able than the physical — that there had 
been no communication with the out- 
side world for four years. 

Omsk was characterized as the 
“Chicago" of Siberia — commercially a 
very important city. Passing through 
Ekaterinburg, Vyatka and Caroslavo, 
the party finally reached Moscow on 
July 25. Here the people lived in 
such a state of fear that the front 
doors were not used, and it was diffi- 
cult to locate friends. The Patriarch 
of the Russian church there was 
virtually a prisoner under the Terror- 
ist committee. In spite of the oppres- 
sion of the government, however, the 
Russian church has great influence 
with the people and the services are 
crowded. 

After a short stay in Petrograd, the 
party left Russia by way of the Bal- 
tic provinces, after a Journey of a 
little more than two months. 

Mr. Crane mentioned with apprecia- 
tion the Chinese cook as an invaluable 
member of the expedition, saying that 
he would go out with a basket filled 
with rubles and return with the bask- 
et filled with food. He also managed 
to find compatriots who could he in- 
duced to do laundry work.

Mr. Minot in i very informal way 
spoke of the ten "Best Sellers” among 
the novels of the year, commenting 
briefly on each. He noted that the 
best sellers are. usually, books which 
appeal primarily to women, but that. 
“If Winter Comes." which heads the 
list for this year, is primarily a man’s 
book. 

After. “If Winter Comes," the fol- 
lowing novels were mentioned in or- 
der: “Erick Dawn" “Her Father’s 

Daughter." "Helen of the Old House," 
“Pride of Palomer." “The Sheik." 
"Freedom" (not yet published), "The 
Obstacle Race," "To Him That Hath,” 
and “Brass.” The two leading novels 
of last year, “Main Street." and "The 
Brimming Cup,” were also touched 
upon. 

Mr. Minot ealled attention to the 
fact that half of these novels were by 
American authors, and half by Eng- 
lish authors, but that there were very 
few from New England. Though in 
other lines she is holding her own, 
Boston, and New England generally, 
seems to be lacking in fiction. There 
seem to he none to take the places of 
such writers as Clara Louise Burn- 
ham. Laura E. Richards. Alice Brown 
and other well known authors. 

“If Winter Comes” is one of the 
oooks watch is equally famous in 
America and in England. This is* due 
in part to the problems with which 
it deals, in part, to the splendid char- 
acterization of the hero, and in part 
to its masterly style. 

"Helen of the Old House." by Har- 
old Bell Wright, and “To Him That 
Hath,’’ by Ralph Connor, the speak- 
er characterized as belonging to the 
so-called "preaching” stories. Both 
deal with one of the vital problems of 
the day, namely, the problem or in- 
dustrial readjustment. 

"The Pride cf I’alomer" is a novel 
of Japanese propaganda, and as such 
is particularly popular on the Pacific 
coast. 

"The Sheik” is noteworthy as a col- 
orful picture of the desert. 

“Erick Dawn” is a strong novel, 
very popular in England, but little 
known in America. 

"Her Father’s Daughter” is another 
of Mrs. Jean Stratton Porter’s novels, 
“quite harmless.” 

It is more than a coincident that the 
two most popular novels of last year. 
“Main Street,” and "The Brimming 
Cup." deal with the problem of re- 
adjustment in married life. The bio- 
graphical novel of protest, like "Erick 
Dawn,” is typical of the novels of to- 
day, particularly among young Am- 
erica. 

In conclusion, the speaker said that 
on the whole. English novels were 
better written than American, in that 
English writers pay more attention to 
plot and structure than do Americans. 

The address was preceded and fol- 
lowed by a very excellent musical 
program, in which Mr. John Metz, 
violinist, was assisted by Miss Lillian 
West.

DR. BARTON HONORED 


Rev. James L. Barton, D. D., L.L.D.. 
a graduate of Middlebury College in 
the class of ’81, and a trustee of the 
college since 1895, has been present- 
ed with the Gold Cross of the KnightR 
of the Royal Order of the Redeemer 
in recognition of his work for the 
peoples of the Near East. The honor 
was conferred by Dr. John H. Finley, 
acting In behalf of King Constantine 
of Greece. The Order of the Re- 
deemer is the oldest order of knight- 
hood in the Near East, having been 
founded in 1829. The Gold Cross is 
the grade usually conferred by the 
Greek sovereign on public servants 
of the distinction of cabinet minis- 
ters. 

Dr. Barton is secretary of the 
American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, and chairman 
of the Near East Relief. He was 
born in Charlotte, Vt., in 1855, and 
prepared for college at Beeman 
Academy, New Haven, Vt. He gradu- 
ated from Middlebury in 1881, and 
from Hartford Theological Seminary 
in 1885. He was ordained in the 
same year and was sent as a mission- 
ary to Harpoot, Turkey. From 1889 
to 1892 he' was director of the East- 
ern Turkey Theological School and 
he later became president of Eu- 
phrates College.

Widening of Commonwealth Ave. and Auburn St. 1 
Laborers Get Half Holiday on Saturdays for Eight Months 


Auburndalc* turned out In force on 
Monday night at the meeting of the al- 
dermen to favor a rounding of the cor- 
ner of Commonwealth avenue and Au- 
burn street near the Church of the 
Messiah, and Intended to prevent Mr. 
P. A. McVlcar from carrying out his 
intention to erect three two family 
houses at that point. Mr. Henry L. 
Goodman, president of the Auhurndale 
Improvement Society, opened the 
hearing and presented a strong peti- 
tion in favor from that organization. 
Rev. P. M. Wood, rector of the Church 
said that this Intersection was a dan- 
gerous place and that he had to wait 
full five minutes on Sundays to be 
able to cross the automobile traffic on 
the avenue. The proposed buildings 
would be within 5 feet of Auburn 
street and 3 feet of the avenue and 
would greatly Increase the danger by 
obstructing the view. He said he 
would much prefer making a protest 
now than to preach a funeral sermon 
later. Dr. G. M. Winslow believed It 
wise to protect this corner before It 
was too late. Mr. Edgar Ward and 
Mr. Charles Angell favored me widen- 
ing and Mr. Brewer Whitmore made 
the interesting statement that Com- 
monwealth avenue carried the second 
highest amount of automobile traffic 
in the United States. He urged that 
even billboards should be kept off the 
land in question. Messrs. Herbert E. 
Smith, Chas. R. Barker, T. M. Connelly 
and B. D. Solomon spoke in favor. Mr. 
Edgar F. Power opposed the project 
saying that this taking would leave 
only a garden plot for use and asked 
for protection as a taxpayer for the 
past 10 years. Mr. McVlcar said that 
the taking would seriously injure his 
land. That Commonwealth avenue 
was laid out by skilled engineers and 
the corners were safe. He charged 
that the matter had been advocated by 
the Church and told how the church 
had pre-empted the right of way be- 
tween his property and theirs and had 
refused to close up the right of way 
and allow him to use his part of the 
way. He had paid taxes on the land 
for 22 years and expected to invest 
$30,000 w.iich would be taxable by the 
city. He had received a permit for 
th s work (five years ago) an had 
paid $450 out for plnns. The land had 
cost him $4705 in June, 1899, and he 
would sell it for 5% on his investment. 
He ridiculed the idea of danger at this 
corner saying that only one vehicle in 
200 made the turn from Common- 
wealth avenue Into Auburn street. 

. There was no interest in hearings on 
underground telephone conduits in 
Hammond street, on a gasolene permit 
for the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph Co. on Chestnut street, on pro- 
posed curbing on Webster street and 
Green street and on a building line on 
Walnut street at Linwood avenue. 

Mr. H. M. Holmes opposed the lay- 
ing out of C’rofton road if it was 
intended to build a sewer, and Mrs. 
Mahoney opposed a building line on 
Linwood avenue at Walnut street. 

There was considerable interest in 
the proposal to widen Dedham and 
Walnut streets from the Boston line 
*o Poylston street. Messrs. A. A. 
Hartmann, John Cannon and ex- 
Alderman P. M. Blake spoke in favor 
and Mr. G. M. Stone in opposition. 

A building line was favored by resi- 
dents of Hunnewell hill on Washing- 
ton street, to be 20 feet instead of 25 
feet. 

The following jurors were drawn 


for civil court next month: Edward 
Cooper, Williams street; Edward T. 
Kellaway. Wyman street ; Edwin C. 
Vose, Cabot street, and Gardner C- 
Walworth, Ward street. These jurors 
were drawn for criminal court: Al- 
bert J. Steadman, Austin street; Al- 
bert C. Blount, Jr., Sterling street, and 
H. C. Norris, Grove street. 

Mayor Childs sent In the reappoint- 
ment of James A. Waters as a .regis- 
trar of voters for three years, and 
the claims of Mrs. Evelyn Burgess. 
Miss Edith Colllnton and George H. 
Hands. 

Petitions of M. C. Laffie, for auc- 
tioneer license; John Watt. Oakland 
avenue, and Helen P. Courley, Anna- 
wan road, for private garages; of W. 
E. Tomlinson for first class license 
to sell second-hand automobiles; of 
the Telephone Company, to lay under- 
ground conduits in Washington street, 
at Lower Falls, at Crafts street and 
at Margin street, and in Elmwood 
street, were granted. 

The Newtonville Improvement So- 
ciety asked for a parking space on 
Washington street, between the street 
railway track and the railroad fence, 
curbing was requested on Dalby 
street, the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs asked that the For- 
estry division of the street department 
be made a separate department, and 
there are several applications for sol- 
diers’ relief. 

The request of the School rommit- 
tee for reconsideration of the vote 
whereby it was refused $3,500 for 
making changes in the new junior 
High School building, now being erect- 
ed in Newtonville, was taken up late 
In the session, Alderman Nichols re- 
questing some one who voted with the 
majority to make the motion to re- 
consider. There was a d^ep silence 
for several minutes, after which a half 
hour was wasted in debate what to do 
with the request of the School Com- 
mittee, and it was finally decided to 
merely place it on rile. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
i sewer in Underwood avenue, on the 
claim of J. F. Connelly, and on re- 
quests of G. L. Avery, Walnut street. . 
Eben H. Ellison, Washington street, 
for gasolene permits; of M. Shain for 
second-hand dealer, and of G. H. 
Haven for a victualler license. No 
action was deemed necessary on re- 
quest of W. F. Brennan for abatement 
of street watering assessment on Al- 
gonquin road. 

Herbert Swanson wds granted a 14- 
car garage at 1174 Beacon street; J. 
D. McMullin, an 8-car repair shop at 
Fogers street, and James Mitchie. a 
private garage at Waldorf road. 

A majority report of leave to with- 
draw. on request of M. Norton for a 
4-car repair shop on Adams street, 
was debated at length. Alderman 
Ross said that inasmuch as the per- 
mit granted Norton for a one-car gar- 
age did not specify the dimensions of 
the building, it was doubtful if any 
action could be taken which would 
not have to go to the courts for settle- 
ment. Norton had built a garage 
large enough for four cars, and he 
favored granting the present permit, 
but having future permits give exact 
dimensions. Alderman Carter said 
that the ordinances ought to be re- 
spected. Alderman Ball said he had 
interviewed Norton when the first per- 
mit was granted and felt sure that 
Norton understood the whole situation 
at that time. The report was not ac-

cepted, only six aldermen voting in 
favor, and the permit was then 
granted. 

The appointments of Oswald J. Mc- 
Court as Overseer of the Poor, Wm. C. 
Brewer as a member of the Play- 
ground Commission, and Dr. C. Arthur 
Boutelle as inspector of animals were 
confirmed. 

On recommendation of the commit- 
tee $10,000 wb3 voted for care of trees, 
and a Saturday half-holiday for city 
laborers granted for eight months, be- 
ginning March 1st. On this matter 
Alderman White stated that this ac- 
tion was taken now. and that the ex- 
tension to the whole year would be 
considered in connection with the an- 
nual budget. 

Hearings were assigned on sewer 
in Nehoiden road, on taking all the 
McVlcar land, corner of Auburn street 
and Commonwealth avenue, and on a 
building line on Highland avenue. 

Changes in the building code re- 
garding chimneys, piazzas and bal- 
conies, requiring fire proof partitions 
in blocks of stores, and fireproof walls 
in stores within five feet of lot lines 
were approved. 

Several applications for soldiers’ re- 
lief were also granted. 

Alderman White presented an order 
for legislation to provide for two-year 
terms for members of the School Com- 
mittee. Mr. White said that school 
committees now had great powers and 
they should be kept closer to the peo- 
ple. Under three terms it would 
usually take two elections to effect 
a change in a majority of the board. 
His order would call for four mem- 
bers to be elected at the same time 
as a muyor. and three members on the 
oft’ year, making it possible to change 
the political complexion of the board 
in one year. The matter was referred. 

The board reverted to the per- 
nicious custom of holding recess com- 
mittee meetings, upwards of an hour 
being taken for this purpose. 

Adjourned at 11.30 P. M. 


AUBURNDALE BROTHERHOOD 
MEETS 

The February meeting of the Au- 
burndale Brotherhood in the Congre- 
gational Chapel Tuesday evening was 
entertained by an exceptionally valu- 
able address by Mr. Ralph B. Wilson, 
of the Babson Institute in Wellesley, 
on the business situation. It was il- 
lustrated by a clock diagram showing 
the cycle of business conditions from 
the peak of prosperity downward 
through growing inefficiency, moral 
decadence, crime and unemployment, 
until the bottom is reached in the 
crowding of people into smaller quar- 
ters in order to save rent, thus reliev- 
ing the house problem. Then the re- 
covery begins through enforced 
economy, growing thrift, religious ac- 
tivity. rising prices of bonds ana 
stocks, improved wages, and so on 
until the cycle is ended and prosper- 
ity reigns again, preparatory to an- 
other cycle. Mr. Wilson thought we 
are now at the bottom of the depres- 
sion, though the beginning of thor- 
ough recovery may not be seen till 
fall. 

The committee, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Stephen E. Wright, to 
promote the finances of the Brother- 
hood, reported an unexpected and 
gratifying popular support and belief 
in the value of the Brotherhood to the 
community. The committee more than 
went over the top in subscriptions. 
A committee was voted to plan for an 
entertainment under the auspices of 
the Brotherhood. A revision of the 
I constitution was adopted, making 
marked improvements. Altogether, 
the outlook for the remainder of this 
season and for the coming year is 
exceptionally encouraging.

They assure the world, by vir- 
tue of close watch and diligent study 
of prophecy, that we are now in the 
transition period from the old order 
to the new and nearing the restora- 
tion period St. Peter spoke about 
in his first sermon after Pentecost and 
recorded in Acts 3:19-21. 

For ovei; 40 years prior to 1914 they 
claimed that this date would mani- 
fest a beginning of the new era, but 
the first symptoms would be a disso- 
lution of the Gentile Kingdoms in Eu- 
rope. History records the fact that 
their deductions were not far astray. 
Following in the wake of the great 
World War are famines and pesti- 
lences. 

To what extent their teachings are 
correct that many now living will pass 
through the most serious time of 
trouble just ahead and live on indefi- 
nitely. time alone will tell. Certain- 
ly their elucidation of the 24th Chap- 
ter of Matthew is interesting to say 
the least. No collections are ever 
taken at any of their meetings — this 
one in Newton Highlands being no ex- 
ception to tho rule.

There was violin 
music by Miss Irene Forte of the 
West Newton Music School, and an 
address by Mrs. F. B. Sanborn of 
Cambridge, entitled "In a Queen’s 
Garden.”

Mid- Winter Meeting of Slate 
Federation 

Once again the weather man did his 
worst for the Federation, only snow is 
easier to combat than ice, so that the 
delegates were able to reach the All 
ston Theatre, where the sessions were 
held, with only a little delay on Thurs- 
day of last week, and this Mid-winter 
meeting went off as scheduled, and 
under very favorable auspices. Every 
detail for the comfort of its guests 
was provVled by the Brighthelmston 
Club, the hostess for the occasion. 

The meeting opened according to 
custom with a speech of welcome by 
the hostess president, Mrs. William J. 
McDonald, who stated that their own 
club received its name for the original 
name of Brighton, England, which was 
called Brighthelmstone, from Brigh- 
thelm, an Anglo-Saxon bishop of the 
tenth century. Mrs. McDonald told a 
little of the early history of this dis- 
trict of Boston, originally a part of 
Cambridge, later a town by itself, and 
in 1874. annexed to Boston. 

The presence of His Excellency, 
Governor Cox, who extended the offi- 
cial welcome, lent additional interest 
to the meeting. Governor Cox, after 
♦acknowledgment of the power of such 
an organization as the Federation, 
turned to a consideration of the finan- 
cial affairs of the Commonwealth, say- 
ing that we must he sure we are get- 
ting a dollar’s worth of value for every 
dollar expended, and that the only way 
to stop an increase of taxes, is to stop 
spending money, therefore he had 
urged the utmost economy in the ad- 
ministration of affairs since he had 
become the governor. 

Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, General 
Federation president, also brought 
greetings, but reserved her formal ad- 
dress until the appointed time at the 
afternoon session. 

Mrs. George Minot Baker. State pres- 
ident, in her response to the welcome, 
referred to its being the Legislative 
session and quoted Vice-President Cal- 
vin Coolldge, who lias said: “Men do 
not make laws, they do but discover 
them. Laws must be justified by some- 
thing more than the will of the major- 
ity, they must rest on the eternal 
foundations of righteousness." 

The morning session was then put 
in the hands of Mrs. Charles Leslie 
May, chairman of the Legislative de- 
partment. who told how the measures 
to he presented, had been considered 
both by clubs and the conferences of 
delegates from the clubs, some fifty 
and more such meetings huving been 
held for t ■ purpose. • 

Frank L. Brier, House chairmun 
Joint committee on County Govern- 
ment, spoke on behalf of Senate hill 
280, for Statu Control of Penal Insti- 
tutions. saying taut more than 40 per 
cent of the prisoners today are in 
county institutions "loafing in idle- 
ness,” with no uniformity as to disci- 
pline.

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eminent, and the doing away with 
local Hclf-government "When you abol- 
ish the county, you strike a tremend- 
ous blow at democratic government.” 
He did not believe the State would 
classify their prisoners, hecauso they 
have not done It, and because they 
can’t. After a brief allowance for 
questions the measure was endorsed 
by a vote of 350 to 80. 

The acceptance of the Shepard- 
Towner Maternity bill came in for the 
most discussion and opposition. Dr. 
Merrill E. Champion, of the State De- 
partment of Health, spoke In favor 
and It was opposed by Mrs. Henry 
reston White, who considered the 
original law as socialistic, paternal- 
istic, and undemocratic. 

Dr. Champion speaking of the re- 
sults of the acceptance, offered the fol- 
lowing program as representing the 
line of development which will prob- 
ubly result from the acceptance of this 
Act In Massachusetts. 

’In regard to education; extension 
of the prenatal and postnatal letter 
service now offered by the State De- 
partment of Public Health; classes for 
expectant mothers; advertising to 
mothers the need of medical supervi- 
sion early in pregnancy; literature on 
breast feeding and similar subjects for 
physicians and nurses; stimulation of 
better birth registration. 

Investigational. Study of all ma- 
ternal and early infant deaths through 
physicians working in the field and. 
through analyses of death certificates; 
study of the efilcacy of methods of pre- 
vention of mortality and sickness now 
n use throughout the State. 

Upon being put to vote a rising vote 
was called for, which resulted in the 
endorsement by 211 to 189. This vote 
was doubted and a careful count hav- 
ing already been taken, the chair ruled 
any further counting to be out of 
order, and the chair was sustained. 

In the absence of Sanford Bates, 
commissioner of correction, Mrs. May 
presented the bill for a new State’s 
Prison, and the measure was endorsed 
there being some opposition when the 
vote was taken, evidently from the 
same faction which had been dis- 
gruntled upon the previous measure. 

Mrs. George R. Fearing, Jr., spoke 
on behalf of the Federal bill known as 
the Cutis bill, for the citizenship of 
married women. This was endorsed. 
Mrs. Ella A. Gleason, president of the 
State W. C. T. U., made an eloquent 
plea for the passage of the Prohibition 
Enforcement Code, and this matter 
was endorsed unanimously. 

During the intermission luncheon 
was served in four nearby churches, 
while many others availed themselves 
of the local lunch rooms, and the execu- 
tive board and guests were entertained 
at the home of the hostess president, 
which was close at hand. 

The afternoon session opened with 

program of music by the Choral 
Class of the hostess club, and included 
numbers by the chorus and a group of 
trios, all of which were well rendered. 

The delegates then listened with 
keenest interest to the address on the 
Washington Conference by Mrs. Thom- 
G. Winter, who was one of the four 
women members of the Advisory Coun- 
cil to the American delegation. She 
pictured the hall, the floor having been 
leveled with a table around a hollow 
square at which sat the official dele- 
gates, and the galleries filled with 
visitors, and how they went wild when 
Secretary Hughes within one half-hour 
after the opening set forth his pro- 
posals. Coloring her whole address 
with the lighter, intimate touches Mrs. 
Winter held her audience closely for 
fully one hour and they would have 
glady listened longer. 

She said in part: — 

“The Washington Arms Conference 
laid out for itself a definite, a con- 
crete, a limited task. It did not un- 
dertake to abolish war, hut only to 
abolish tlie next war, and, by taking 
this tremendous step out from under 
the horror that brooded over the 
world, to swing us into that long path 
that leads toward ultimate anil uni- 
versal peace. One has only to look at 
the map of the Pacific that I am show- 
ing you. with Its interlocking man- 
dates and spheres of influence to see 
that this in itself is a demonstration 
of the fact that here is a fertile field 
for misunderstandings, antagonisms 
and mutually incompatible ambitions. 
The government of the United States 
recognized that, so far as we were 
concerned, the next great menace of 
war lay therein the Far East. The 
purposes of the Conference were, then 
twofold, first to minimize the* hatred 
and sources of conflict, and, second, to 
lessen the economic and military bur 
dens entailed by that threat of war. It 
laid down definite agenda. Its records 
show that, with one exception, those 
agenda have been covered, and that 
exception had to be made in deference 
to the will of one of two powers. It is 
evident that such a conference has not 
the free scope of a legislative body. 
If one nation objects to a course of 
action, that action has to be aban- 
doned. It is not a case of majority 
rule. No group of nations could com 
pel another to swing into line. Unani- 
mity is the basis of all agreements,

The common denominator mind must 
bo found. 

“The Conference did many things. 
One of the most distinguished of our 
foreign guests said that any one of 
them would have Justified Its assem- 
bling. The Stabilizing of Far East con- 
ditions, tlie “Open Door," the pledges 
given of decent and Just methods of 
international dealings, the scrapping 
of 68 great battleships, the ten years 
naval holiday, the holding of sub- 
marines down to legitimate usages, the 
outlawing of poison gas, the abroga- 
tion of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
with its covert threat against the 
United States — these are among the 
outstanding achievements. When before 
did a conference do so much? More 
subtle, hut more significant was the 
steadily developing openness of mind, 
the approach toward each other of 
these peoples whose outlooks are as 
far as the east is from the west. When 
before was “war talked in terms of 
peace?” The generous and magnani- 
mous temper that pervaded the discus- 
sions was a greater achievement than 
the scrapping of ships. Guns and gas 
are symbols of international hatred. 
When hatred disappears, they will dis- 
appear. As long as hatred remains, 
men will find the means of vengeance, 
no matter what words and treaties 
say. In other w’ords, far more Impor- 
tant than any definite thing done was 
the spirit in which It was done. 

“The sub-committee on General In- 
formation of the Advisory Committee 
classified and grouped nearly fourteen 
million opinions expressed in resolu- 
tions and letters, and it took several 
hundred newspapers a day In its effort 
to get at the things America was think- 
ing concerning Conference affairs. 
These were dally boiled down in a 
little communique which went to every 
member of the American Delegation. 
The growth of international under- 
standing in the United States was 
marked. Now that the Conference is 
at an end, the chief function of us 
women must he to develop that inter- 
national understanding. We must 
strengthen our comprehension of other 
peoples and our friendly relations, one 
with another. We must insist that this 
conference is but the introduction to 
another and yet another, to settle more 
and more of our world difficulties like 
human beings, and not like wild 
beasts.
